@ The Transmigration of Life 


J L UCH has been said about the life force in man, 
as though it were something man possessed within him- 
self, as he possesses his heart or lungs, or an element 
reproducing itself for the especial use of man, a source 
that finds its fountain head in some lofty place, guarded 
even from the sight of man. 

Man’s conception of this life force has been greatly 
influenced by his religious training and to conceive of 
this force as being migratory has not entered into the 
plot of life. The conclusion that life is a force rather 
than forces has limited the scope of the vision of the 
layman. 

The life forces are legion and their transmigration is 
continuous. They are composed of minute cells, oblong 
in shape, pointed at one end, and are constantly boring 
their way toward the ocean of intelligent expression. 
They are called by some teachers, emanations. These 
life forces are constantly emanating from everything 
that puts forth growth. Man is so prone to take all 
intelligent activities to himself that he becomes content 
with his own power of volition, studying other forms 
of life mainly to benefit himself.

€ lie Bertillon System and the 
Suggestible Somnambule

ECENTLY, Rush D. Simmons, chief postoffice 
inspector, at Washington, flooded the country with 
circulars, offering $1,500.00 reward for the arrest 

of one, George (Dutch) Anderson, confederate of 
Gerald Chapman, the latter now awaiting death for 
murder. 

In New York City and in Washington, a system of 
identification is used which, when applied to these 
notorious criminals, brings out certain definite character- 
istics, which both men have in common. The system is 
called Portrait Parle, (talking pictures), and the similar- 
ity in these men has to do with the extreme convexity of 
their profiles, the general shape of their skulls, 
and other factors. 

Both of these criminals have most of the 
earmarks of the Suggestible Somnambule, a 
type of person discussed in a previous issue of 
this magazine. Newspaper men and detectives 
labeled these murderers “Master Criminals” and 
have referred to them as “the brains" of the 
three million dollar mail-robbery gang. But 
empirical science takes issue on the use of the 
word “brains.” 

The evidence all points to inherent weaknesses 
in their physiological make-up, certain racial deficiencies, 
so marked that they would indicate that they represent 
a distinct classification of unfortunate individuals, who, 
while not insane, are largely the sports of destiny. In 
fact, the botanist might speak of them as "sports" or 
anatomical freaks. 


N the early days, a criminal was supposed to have a 

beetle-browed, bulldog-jawed visage. This repre- 
sented the “criminal type" until Lombroso described 
certain asymmetrical "stigmata" as being typical of 
these individuals. This was a beautiful theory until it 
was proven that all people have features which are 
asymmetrical. More recent investigations show that 
"beetle-browed" and “bulldog-jawed” individuals make 
up a very small percentage of the criminal class. In 
fact, the man who possesses both the protruding brow 
and the out-thrust chin, appears approximately but once

sion of the present life without break or inter- 

mission, with powers through which full memory 
can be established concerning the past, present and 
future developments. 


In a consideration of the subject of successive em- 
bodiments, the student is very prone to accept the theory 
as that of reincarnation. In relation to the basic prin- 
ciples of Life, the terms "successive embodiments" and 
"reincarnation" are as separated as the antipodes, the 
former meaning a continuous journey of life, the latter 
conveying the idea of returning to the beginning, travel- 
ing the journey over again. 

We are not discussing the question of reincarnation 
or seeking a controversy with any who may differ with 
us in our findings concerning this much mooted question 
of Life's progression.

The earth, or physical, expression is the first volun- 
tary embodiment, carrying with it independent and 
Progressive action, endowed with the power of undis- 
puted right of volition through a process of constructive 
thinking. 

If man were to be born again upon the earth as a 
little child, or if he had been a leaf, worm, fish, fowl 
or beast, every part of every one of these reincarna- 
tions would, according to the law of gravitation, return 
to its former relation and position in the great cosmic 
whole, be transformed and transported to its former 
base in the cosmic before it could start out on its next 
journey through time to its place of reincarnation into 
physical form again. 

In the theory of successive embodiments the activity

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HE old religion has made no 
T provision for the people of 

today. Their theory is that 
Adam and Eve instituted the hu- 
man race by giving birth to two 
sons. When they were grown and 
presented their offering to the Lord 
God, he refused the offering of 
Cain and through the jealousy 
caused by the rejection of his offer- 
ing, Cain killed his brother Abel. 
For this act he was driven from 
the face of the earth. (Genesis 
4:14.) Thus Adam and Eve were 
left alone until they were one hun- 
dred thirty years old, when another 
child was born to them whom they 
called Seth. 

In the fifth chapter of Genesis, 
we find the interesting history of 
Adam, but nothing is said about 
Eve, or their two sons, Cain and 
Abel. Eve is last mentioned when 
Seth was born. 

Adam lived after Seth was born 
and begat sons and daughters. How 
long Eve lived or whether she was 
the mother of these sons and 
daugħters, is not recorded; neither 
is there anything recorded concern- 
ing the sons and daughters. At the 
death of Adam, Seth became the 
head of the family tree, being one 
hundred five years old when his 
first son, whom he named Enos, 
was born. It was the descendants 
of Seth who so displeased the Lord 
that he destroyed the earth and all 
living flesh upon it except Noah, 
his wife, their three sons and their 
wives, who took with them a pair 
of every kind of animal into the 
ark.

looked back upon them (Genesis 
19:23-26), the provision of a ram 
for sacrifice, when Abraham was 
‘about to offer his son Isaac as sac- 
rifice to God as he had commanded 
him to do (Genesis 23:12, 13), and 
teaches that Noah’s descendants, 
Lot and Abram (later re-named 
Abraham by the Lord) were God's 
chosen people. To this day the God 
of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob 
(whose name was later changed to 
Israel) is the God of Gods, the 
King of Hosts, a being who as- 
sumes personal supervision of each 
one who believes and confesses 
that Jesus is their Savior. They 
hold to the old record of Moses’ 
deliverance of the Children of 
Israel from Pharaoh, believing that 
the ten commandments were given 
direct to Moses, from God, and are 
persuaded that only those who ac- 
cept these doctrines and traditions 
are saved after death. 


The old religion has made prac- 
tically no changes in its teachings; 
the children are given the same les- 
sons today that were given in the 
Sunday Schools fifty or more years 
ago. 

They teach that the stories of the 
Old Testament are literally true, 
the whale swallowing Jonah, Joshua 
commanding the sun to stand still, 
the Red Sea parting for Moses to 
lead the children of Israel across 
on dry land. (Exodus 14:21, 22.) 
They believe that Enoch, who 
walked with God, was taken by 
God (Gen. 5:24) ; that Elijah was 
taken bodily to heaven by a whirl- 
wind (II Kings 2:11); that Job 
was actually afflicted by God in 
order to make him an example of 
patience to teach the people to 
endure hardships, sanctifying the 
spirit and preparing the soul to 
meet its God. 

While they have advanced be- 
yond the barbarous idea of human 
sacrifice and no longer, in a civil- 
ized country, sacrifice animals to 
appease the wrath of God, they still 
believe that a Judgment Day, which 
will bring all people before the judg- 
ment bar, will come, that all the 
dead will rise and all the living will 
pass through death on that notable 
day of the Lord, and that only 
those who call on the name of the 
Lord shall be saved. (Acts 2:20,21.)

HE new religion modifies the 

story of Adam and Eve, in- 

terpreting this allegory as a 
portrayal of principle, Adam repre- 
senting all men, and Eve, all women. 
The adherents of the new religion 
do not believe in a personal God 
who rains down fire and brimstone 
from heaven. They do not insist 
upon a literal Garden of Eden, but 
believe that Eden, like heaven, is a 
state of mind. 


They accept the Bible in part, as 
it suits them to make application 
to their needs. Some look upon it 
as a record, others consider it a 
mystical story, misinterpreted. Still 
others claim it has no foundation 
whatever. ‘They all agree that it 
has many discrepancies, and that 
nowhere can be found a complete 
history of any one character or set 
of events. Because of these facts, 
and the unnecessary repetitions in 
the record, many in the religious 
thought are revising the Bible, us- 
ing such parts as may be of service 
to the needs of the present-day 
races, making of it a textbook of 
helpful ideals. 


The idea of heaven and hell as 
localities is discarded. God is not 
a personality full of revenge and 
hate. He is a Spirit, indwelling in 
every human being, merciful and 
full of love. Jesus is a Master Mind 
who lived upon the earth, going 
about doing good, very much mis- 
understood because of his radical 
teachings against what he believed 
to be, in his day, the prescribed 
method of salvation. 


The command “Thou shalt not” 
is dying out. The new religionists 
take from the Bible such command- 
ments as appeal to them, reserving 
for themselves the privileges which 
they feel they must have to enable 
them to progress. Very few of the

OW often do we see the child who flies into a 
tantrum at the least little thing, throwing himself 
about, kicking and screaming. 

The slightest opposition to the will of such a child 
brings about a terrific reaction. We call the child con- 
trary. "I can't do a thing with him," says the mother 
despondently, and looks about helplessly for some out- 
ward help in her problem. 

In the first place that child was not born with a con- 
trary streak in his blood. His impatience is not inherited. 
It was learned in the natural course of events from the 
my. that his mother took charge of him. 

aking it for granted that a mother does the best she 
can for her child it is indeed hard to face the fact that the 
mother unwittingly taught the child to be impatient in 
two ways. 

First, the child was spoiled and pampered by being 
handled too much, played with too much and fondled 
too much. Secondly, the mother herself displayed im- 
patience and lost her temper, fondly believing that the 
child was too young to notice it. 

An infant possesses a brain that receives the imprint 
of everything about him. Imitation is extremely active 
and desire for sensation is very great. In the ordinary 
performance of her duties the mother loses her patience, 
perhaps handles the child roughly at such a time in con- 
trast to her usual petting, and the child resents it. 

Rest assured that a child gives forth through imitation 
only what it has observed in others. Friends, relatives 

others aid in the process of spoiling the child, 
arousing desires that cannot be satisfied at all times. 

Perhaps the child wishes to play when the mother feeds 
him or changes his clothes. Not realizing the effect on 
the child the mother pulls him over suddenly and makes

Above all she should make no effort to persuade the 
child to stop the tantrum. This only convinces the child 
of his power over the mother and intensifies the whole 
proceeding.

Beautiful thoughts alone remain, 
rilliant, sparkling, clean.

Only in this way is curing on the 
mental plane of mental ills possible. 

The Occultist teaches by symbols, 
by correspondence, by analogy. A 
symbol is a fact, stated in the 
phraseology of the physical plane, 
as if it were a fact there, and there 
alone, when really occurring on 
other planes. The Law of Symbol- 
ism is founded on the facts of Cor- 
respondence, and its key is Ana- 
logy. Belonging to the Eternal 
Realm of Being and active on the 
separative plane of Mind, the 
Thinker by conforming to the Law 
of Symbolism, observing the facts 
of Correspondence and using the 
key of Analogy, becomes the 
Knower. 

The double mental plane, the 
plane of the higher and lower mind, 
is the parting of the ways, the di- 
visional, the point of separation for 
the Individual who inhabits the ve- 
hicles and acts through them on 
the different planes of existence. 
The Thinker, as the gate-keeper of 
heaven, is the Cherub with the 
flaming sword, shutting off the 
passage towards Paradise and the 
Tree of Life for those who have 
tasted the forbidden fruit from the 
Tree of Good and Evil and pass 
downward, desiring the experience 


of both, to become entangled in the 
snares of duality and unlimited se- 
parateness ; but he is also the guide 
to those prodigal sons who, coming 
back to the Father's house “from a 
far country," where they have 
"wasted their substance in riotous 
living," are longing for the reunion, 
for the Unity. He opens the gate 
for those who knock, those ready to 
return. from their long journey, 
those who are tired of the contra- 
dictions of mind, the sufferings on 
the plane of desire, the pitfalls on 
the physical plane. The Thinker 
acts in a directional capacity for 
those on the Path of Return as 
well as for those on the Path of 
Forthgoing. 

The advice which the Master of 
Wisdom gives to his pupil concern- 
ing his activity on the Mental plane 
is formulated as a caution. It is: 
"Having become indifferent to ob- 
jects of perception, the pupil must 
seek out the rajah (ruler) of the 
senses, the Thought Producer, he 
who awakes illusion. The Mind is 
the great Slayer of the Real. Let 
the Disciple slay the Slayer." (H. 
P. Blavatsky, The Voice of the 
Silence.) 

The Master's warning is not 
against the Ego, not against the 
Thinker himself, but against his ac- 
tivity as the ruler of the senses, as 
the Thought-Producer, who awakes 
illusion by pointing downward to 
the far countries, where the prodi- 
gal son “wastes his substance in 
riotous living," seeking tlie grati- 
fication of the senses and the ambi- 
tions among the fata morgana of 
the lower mind. It is the Thought- 
Producer of illusions that the Dis- 
ciple must slay, because that illu- 
sionist is the Slayer of the Real, 
which the Disciple is seeking, so 
as to know it and to become one 
with it. That slaying is the eradica- 
tion of the fatal disease of the illu- 
sion of separateness. 

Killing out the sense of separate- 
ness and having faith in the unse- 
parated Real, that is the prepara- 
tion needed for the healing of the 
mind. Wrong thinking is the men- 
tal disease; it is corrected and heal- 
ed by right thinking. The most 
erroneous of all wrong thinking is

Joseph Wildar gives us his interpreta- 
tion of the Rosicrucian view in his article 
Mediumship and Modern Magic. 

At the present time there are in the 
world thousands of spiritualistic churches 
and probably hundreds of thousands of 
members. Either they are doing good or 
they are doing harm. From the stand- 
point of Rosicrucianism, mediumship, in 
numberless instances, is a reality. In 
many other instances, it is a fraud. 

A medium is "one whose finer vehicles 
are loosely connected with the physical 
body," and that mediumship consists in 
hypnotism of this personality by a disem- 
bodied spirit. For this reason one who 
develops the power of communication is 
open to the greatest danger in existence 
today. The average medium's develop- 
ment is of a negative sort. The danger 
lies in the fact that the medium frequently 
comes under the domination of the con- 
trol, and through loss of the "desire 
body," may be doomed to a state of iner- 
tia over a long period. 


Negative development is therefore dis- 
couraged, and the cultivation of all pos- 
sible positiveness of thought and mind 
advised. Negative states in which the 
mind is not functioning actively under 
the control of the will are to be avoided.

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WHO ARE THE 


MAGI?

HERE are many places in the 

Bible where the name “Magi” is 

mentioned, but the most striking 
of all is the reference to the three Magi 
who followed the Star of the East 
through many countries to the place of 
the new born King. 


We read in the "Mystery of Magic" 
by Levi, that the Order of the Magi 
was composed of highly evolved souls 
who possessed superhuman knowledge 
and powers. They acted in ancient 
times as teachers of mankind and were 
the lawgivers of the nations and ad- 
visers of the kings. It is stated that 
Moses, who was adopted by the daugh- 
ter of the Egyptian King, studied 
magic under the supervision of the 
most renowned magician in the king- 
dom. Thus he was equipped and quali- 
fied to become the leader of the Israel- 
ites and to perform many astonishing 
miracles, He gave them laws which 
form the basis of modern laws govern- 
ing human relations and conduct. 


In the Book of Daniel, we read of 
the wonderful giíts that Daniel pos- 
sessed. On one occasion, he was ask- 
ed by the King to interpret a dream. 
Daniel not only related the dream but 
also interpreted its meaning to the as- 
tonished King. This so impressed the 
King that Daniel was made chief of 
the Magi and a new name was given 
him. But in those days, as in the pres- 
ent, there were so-called magicians 
who manifested jealousy and selfish- 
ness and who could not bear to see 
Daniel enjoy the favor of the King. 
For this reason, they induced the King 
to issue a proclamation that when the 
bugle blew at noon, every one should 
fall on his knees and worship the 
image of the King. This Daniel re- 
fused to do, and as a punishment, he 
was thrown into a den of lions. Ow- 
ing to the magical powers he pos- 
sessed, the lions did not harm him. 
The King loved Daniel for his many 
virtues and regretting that he had al- 
lowed himself to be swayed by false 
magicians and repenting of the severe 
sentence he had imposed upon Daniel, 
he rushed in person to the den where 
Daniel had been imprisoned, and 
shouted, “Daniel, Daniel, art thou 
alive?” To the king's great astonish- 
ment, Daniel replied, “Long live the 
King! By the power of the God of 
Israel, whom I serve, I am alive.” On 
Daniel's release, the King not only re- 
stored to him the position he formerly 


held as chief of the Magi but made 
him, next to the King, the most power- 
ful man in the kingdom. 

King Solomon is said to have been 
a member of the Order of the Magi 
and built his famous temple according 
to the model given by the Angel to 
his father, King David. 

So when we speak of the Order of 


the Magi, we must not confuse the 
idea with those so-called magicians 
who have learned some tricks and 


sleight-of-hand performances, going 
from place to place giving entertain- 
ments, but when we speak of the Magi, 
we must understand that they repre- 
sent an order of men who have been 
advanced so high in their evolution 
that they are above others and who 
possess knowledge that cannot be ob- 
tained through known sources. 

They know the past history of man- 
kind in general, the present condition 
and the future destiny of man as well 
as of nations. They are students of 
the Great Masters who have finished 
their evolution and who come to help 
mankind to evolve. They appear, now 
and then, as teachers and leaders of 
certain currents of thought living 
among us sometimes unnoticeably, 
without any show or ostentation, but 
in spite of that possessing powers far 
greater than any monarch. So they 
are the real kings of the earth, and 
according to the author of “The Mys- 
tery of Magic” the very ground feels 
that when a Magi passes, a real king 
is treading the earth. 

We read in “The Mystic Thesaurus,” 
by Whitehead, about the Order of the 
Magi. The author states that they are 
the ones who in the spiritual, astral 
and physical worlds impart knowledge 
to the world and guide and direct the 
currents of thought, often selecting 
some individual who possesses the 
potential qualities of a leader. They 
use him, with or without his knowl- 
edge, and make him a leader of move- 
ments destined to accomplish certain 
objects. So all the great men of the 
past, directly or indirectly, knowingly 
or unknowingly, have been guided by 
the great brotherhood of the Magi to 
bring about great changes necessary 
in the scheme of evolution for the per- 
fection of mankind and the ultimate 
accomplishment of the great end to be 
achieved on this planet, namely, the 
transformation of this world of sorrow 
to a paradise of peace and happiness. 

There are, however, black magicians 
who do not understand the high pur- 
pose of the great plan, who study the 
minor phases of the mysteries and 
take advantage of their knowledge to 
enslave their fellowman for profit or 
selfish purposes, thus bringing upon 
others suffering and death, while upon 
themselves they bring destruction.

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Camille Flammarion (1842-1925) 
By Leynord R. Gray 


LAMMARION is dead! 


And it is 

said that he died willingly and 
gladly, and with the same spirit of in- 
terest and investigation that characterized 
him and set him apart in life. He had 
long been a student of death, so-called, 
and death offered him his only chance 
for a subjective study. One wonders 
how Charon, the boatman, must have 
reacted towards the inevitable scrutiny 
and questioning of Flammarion on the 
Stygian voyage! 

Camille Flammarion, the distinguished 
astronomer and investigator of the 
psychic, was born February 26th, 1842, 
at Montigny-le-Roi, France. He received 
his early education at Langres and Sor- 
bonne, and later studied at the Paris 
observatory under LeVerrier. Here he 
worked until-he received an appointment 
at Bureau des Longitudes which he held 
until 1866. He was editor and founder 
of the monthly review, L’Astronomie. 
In 1883, he founded the now world 
famous observatory of Juvisy, and in 
1887, the Astronomical Society of 
France. Flammarion was a regular con- 
tributor to many scientific journals and 
publications. He is best known to stu- 
dents of the psychic through his two 
most important works, The Unknown, 
and Mysterious Psychic Forces. 

One of his earliest works, Urania, is 
perhaps the most charming autobiograph- 
ical study ever written by a scientific 
investigator. In it are hauntingly word- 
painted, in his inimitable style, the 
dreams and aspirations of his youth, his 
platonic love of the muse of astronomy, 
his days at the Paris observatory. This, 
interwoven with the elusive thread of the 
profoundest of philosophical  specula- 


tion, makes it a book that, once read, is 
not soon forgotten, Later, a maturer 
mind with the same priceless gift of 
imagination created The Dreams of An 
Astronomer. Not another scientific writer 
has the ability to make the chilly, im- 
ponderable celestial spaces so fascina- 
ting, and in this respect he has done much 
to popularize astronomy. He was one 
of a number to insist that there was life 
on Mars, and is considered an authority 
on this matter. Much of his work con- 
tained such highly speculative subjects 
as, The Plurality of Inhabitable Worlds, 
and Omega; the last days of the world. 
His last books to be translated into Eng- 
lish were, Death and Its Mystery, in three 
volumes, Before Death, At the Moment 
of Death, and After Death, and Haunted 
Houses. These volumes constitute the 
most comprehensive works of their kind 
ever published, and are valuable contri- 
butions to the knowledge of the subjects. 

It is said that his interest in psychical 
subjects was first aroused by a book 
casually picked up from a stall in youth. 
At any rate, from a very early age he 
became intensely interested in the subject, 
and was one of the most sincere and 
enthusiastic investigators in the feld. 
His work was very extensive, having 
covered a period of a great many years 
in which he investigated and experi- 
mented with some of the best mediums 
of Europe. 

His attitude was one of an intense 
impersonal nature, a nature that grew 
grander with the years. "I wish to be 
known as a student, Flammarion fre- 
quently said. And it is as a student that 
those who knew him will remember him 
—an Eternal Student. 

Flammarion was the cause of much 
argument pro and con for his stand- 
point in regard to psychic phenomena, 
and his contemptuous, rather impatient 
attitude towards a certain class of his 
critics is admirably shown in the fol- 
lowing extract from the preface to 
Mysterious Psychic Forces, which re- 
veals more of the real Flammarion than 
anything else that might be said: 

"And 1f what I know 1s displeas- 
ing, so much the worse for the 
prejudices, the general ignorance, 
and the good breeding of these dis- 
tinguished gentry, in whose eyes the 
maximum of happiness consists in 
an increase of their fortune, the 
pursuit of lucrative places, sensual 
pleasures, automobile-racing, a box 
at the Opera, or five-o'clock teas at 
a fashionable restaurant, whose lives 
are frittered away along paths that 
never cross those of the rapt idealist, 
and who never know the pure satis- 
faction of his mind and heart, or 
the pleasures of thought and feeling.” 
Always the student and fearless in- 

vestigator, a pacifist, yet ready to retal- 
iate and strike back at his less brilliant 
antagonists, a scientist of the first rank. 

This was Flammarion.

This type is an extreme physiological 
and anatomical product of the Nordic 
race.

Do not 
confuse this common type with the crim- 
inal type, and it is unfair to use the 
word criminal in describing the type 
which makes so many criminals.

the world has only tolerated rather than 
believed in these idealistic and ascetic con- 
ceptions, finding itself unable to live prac- 
tically such a philosophy. So the conum 
drum of love has persisted unsolved 
having little to do with individual experi- 
ence and development 

A mystery being only something about 
which we are not sufficiently informed 
and never a reality, we have now the op- 
portunity of discovering what love is, 
what it represents in the evolution and 
expression of the human race so long as 
English remains the universal language. 

The expression of the word reveals 
four numbers of varying potency, viz., 
3. 6, 4, 5, which added together gives the 
total of 18 and the essence of 9. 

To carry out the explanation of any 
word completely according to Numer- 
ology, cach individual letter should be 
dealt with separately in the order in 
which the word is spoken and each num- 
ber considered as a phase or point of 
evolution by which the final digit, which 
typifies the full manifestation of the 
word, is arrived at. This I have done in 
other articles, but in the present article 
I will suggest that all those who are 
aware of the significance of the symbols 
of 3, 6, 4, 5 in Numerology, írom their 
own studies, observe how truly these 
numbers indicate individually the limita- 
tions of all the different ideas of what 
love is and the many attempts made by 
humanity to realize its manifestation. 

There has been the idea that the great- 
est expression of love was personal affec- 
tion, the finding of a person of the op- 

ite sex who would idolize us and live 
in our interest and be content to be loved 
by us in return = 3, the “self-love phase." 

Next, there is the conception of 
"mother love," the greatest example of 
devotion to a single purpose that the 
world has to offer, the foundation of the 
family life = 6 the “filial-love phase". 

Next, that love expressed through prac- 
tical service, a life of devotion to the 
physical needs and comforts of others 
and the betterment of the world's work- 
ing conditions — 4, “the service phase." 

Finally, that to use the stimulation of 
love for recreative purposes on the physi- 
cal, mental and psychical plane is to real- 
ize love's perfection = 5, the “recreative- 
love phase.” 

We can look at each of these ideas and 
manifestations and realize that none of 
them in themselves contains the whole 
possibilities of love's expression even 
though they are as necessary to its de 
velopment as their numbers of 3, 6, 4, 5 
and their corresponding letters of 1, o, 
v, € are to the word. They are logical 
phases through which the perfect whole 
is evolved but in whatever phase we may 
be expressing at the moment it is the law 
that our happiness can be only transitory 
and that unless we can have in mind the 
attamment of the whole, our pleasure 
may be turned to bitterness and disillu- 
sionment. 

What is the thought that keeps human- 
ity revolving around and around the circle 
of the affections indicated by the four 

of love which the symbols of 3, 

6, 4, 5 enable us to interpret? Why, the 
thought of gain or getting something for 
their very own, of possession; the desire 
to hold and possess the condition, thing 
or personality through which the revela- 
Sob of tates aho itself to us; to get all 
we can and to guard what we get; to 
give little and to exaggerate the little we 


give by setting an illusionary value upon 
ourselves, our wealth, time and affection : 
Humanity will not be released from this 
circle of limited manifestation until the 
man or woman realizing that the divine 
spark of love has been fired within them- 
selves, refuses to start upon the quest to 
possess and corner the object which has 
inspired their affection. 

Because this is true, the revelation of 
what the number 9, the complete expres- 
sion of the word love indicates is all the 
more wonderful, healing and satisfying. 

It first refutes the two causes of un- 
happiness in the individual unfoldment of 
love, viz, desire for selfish results and 
the desire for possession, most positively 
and conclusively by its characteristics of 
impersonality, everything, freedom, The 
All. 

Any manifestation of life that is sym- 
bolized by this number 9 cannot become 
the possession of individuals, nor can it be 
enjoyed by one set of people to the ex- 
clusion of any other set. Any attempt to 
go contrary to this law by harnessing 
such a principle brings unhappiness to 
rich and poor alike, to all classes, creeds, 
and colors and leads to the. evaporation 
of the principle itself from the very situ- 
ation in which an attempt has been made 
to corner it. To conform to the freedom 
of the number 9, which is done always 
when love is regarded from all angles as 
a revelation to be enjoyed and not a thing 
to be owned, is to gain more and more 
realization. and expression of the prin- 
ciple and happiness great, free and con- 
stant. To show faith enough to stop at- 
tempting to possess any single manifesta- 
tion is to have the whole principle of love 
showered upon us to the extent of our 
capacity to receive. 

We see then that the ideal of love is 
revelation and that an individual can be 
the medium of the revelation but must 
not be mistaken for the principle itself. 

To enjoy the freedom of complete ex- 
pression which the love nature developed 
and expressed in each and every human 
being can afford, we must give freedom 
to the objects of our affection. To keep 
these objects beside us we must be will- 
ing to forget our selfish fears and permit 
them to live their own natures with per- 
fect faith that the principle of love with 
which we are in touch can never be with- 
drawn from us. "He who would hold 
must first let go" is one of the secrets of 
successful and permanent association, for 
it does not offend the divine laws and 
invite the consequences of loss and un- 
bappiness 

Next comes the desire for selfish re- 
sults which is nearly always attached to 
the idea of personal and possessive love. 
How shall this be transmuted also? 

Love in the complete expression of the 
9 is impersonal. The individual who rec- 
ognizes this finds his compensation in the 
enjoyment of the principle of love itself, 
which although he recognizes and enjoys 
in the personality of the one or the few, 
more than the many, is never lost sight 
of in the composite personality of hu- 
manity. Whether the principle of love is 
related with the phases symbolized by 3 
6, 4 or 5, care 15 taken to assume the 
attitude of "what can I do for you" 
rather than “what can I get" In the 
realization of the broader revelation of 
love one cannot argue, reason, explain, or 
masquerade to obtain a certain result or 
advantage. One is satisfied to BE and to 
GIVE and this expression meets its im- 
mediate reward from the great impersonal 


love “which makes the world go ‘round,” 

The number 9 symbolizes the transmu- 
tation of the personal desire into the uni- 
versal impersonal realization, the arrival 
of the individual at the end of his journey 
of love, from the personal phase of 3 
through the many of the 4, 6 and 5 to 
the All, and ensures release for all time 
from the bondage of personalities and 
their power to master our destiny 

Personal affections are made stronger, 
more satisfying by the 9 attitude which 
places tolerance and real selflessness and 
freedom in the place of jealousy, suspi- 
cion, condemnation, possession and limita- 
tion, In whatever phase of love we find 
ourselves it gives that sense of freedom 
and equality with all and every cirum- 
stance and with the natures and interests 
of our associates that is immediately rec- 
ognized by those near to us and by the 
world as a whole as the earmarks of a 
master consciousness. Although many 
forces directed toward us upon this plane 
of life may equal the power and poise 
coming from the realization and practice 
of love in all its glorious impersonality, 
none can surpass it. 

Let us watch ourselves each day that 
we do not revert to our purely human 
consciousness and fortify the barriers be- 
tween our loved ones and the rest of the 
world who are the loved ones of others: 
or even between the opportunities that 
might be attracted to us and our capacity 
to unite with them. Let us avoid making 
distinctions even in our thoughts between 
ourselves and our relationships; to cease 
minding the other person's business in re- 
garding with suspicion and criticism the 
actions and expressions of those who are 
outside of our group, our nation or who 
hold ideas different from our own. 

When the impulses to think and talk 
these differences come to our minds we 
should immediately try to send our mental 
force out freely over the whole world 
bringing up for consideration the things 
which humanity has in common. Com- 
mence with those nearest and dearest to 
us and gradually extend the circle of 
thought as far as we are able without 
coming upon some person, relative or 
otherwise, whom we dislike, some cir- 
cumstances which we cannot think about 
without becoming personal. 

When we have gained the attitude of 
the 9, we shall describe in this mental 
journey à complete circle, coming back to 
ourselves without having tripped over a 
single stone or been caught by any angle. 

t first we shall touch many rough places 
that will seem almost impossible for our 
tolerance to surmount, but by persever- 
ance and the subconscious knowledge that 
in spite of our own likes and dislikes the 
law of equality is still fundamental and 
that we can only be sure that no 
rough places will appear in our future 
associations as we can establish the love 
which travels in a circle. 

Wherever we meet a sharp point of re- 
sistance in this mental journey, one per- 
haps which we have almost forgotten un- 
til recalled by our practice, we have found 
a fence upon which sooner or later we 
shall be impaled and suffer. It represents 
a plane upon which any who would do us 
harm can find a dumping ground for fur- 
ther inharmony, dislike and jealousy, even 
though, being simply the instruments of 
our experience and growth, they person- 
ally are unaware of the circumstances 
which have contributed to the success of 
their efforts.

It is these minds running wild that 
cause disaster to the world, and it is 
these minds running wild that hide from 
you.the things that you should know.

reasoning that it was death that brought 
him to the possession and position he is 
so loath to relinquish. 

To establish the theory of reincarnation 
and life after death, many thinkers illus- 
trate their viewpoint by referring to the 
worm and the butterfly, or the frog and 
the tadpole. One is only the complement 
of the other and only in part illustrates 
the theory of successive embodiments. 
The worm has arrived at the physical 
expression by the same slow process of 
successive embodying as has the human, 
and its change to the butterfly proves the 
law of involution and evolution. 

Do not misunderstand us by thinking 
our theory of successive embodiments 
means a return to earth form in the 
physical vibration after the death of the 
physical body. 

After death, the life forces that ani- 
mated, dominated and directed the flesh 
can and do, at will, enter the vibration, 
and often the very portal of the life, of 
one still possessing a physical body, dom- 
inating it, or partially dominating it, as 
it did its own body. This partial domina- 
tion has led to the theory of reincarna- 
tion. Absolute domination is known as 
obsession or possession. When this domi- 
nation takes place at birth, as it does 
sometimes, we will find a very precocious 
child, if the possessing spirit is intelli- 
gent. Such a child will be endowed with 
unusual powers of discernment. If the 
possessing spirit is not intelligent, quite 
the contrary will be true. The child will 
not be endowed with great intelligence.

apt to be an extremist. He is actu- 
ated by speculative tendencies and 
interested in speculative and ideal- 
istic philosophy. He has a very lively 
imagination and is a natural born opti- 
mist. He has plenty of faith in sugges- 
tion, but often has less faith in work, 
effort, diet and matter. He fills the ranks 
of the followers of the traveling psychol- 
ogist, patronizing each new one, for the 
inspiration he gets, but failing to work 
out the laws and practices which he is 
taught. He is fond of idealistic reading, 
idealistic systems. of diet, such as raw 
food diet, fruit diet, meatless diet (be- 
cause of killing), and so on. 

He has more ambition and optimism 
than he has strength and power. His 
blood rushes to his brain and produces 
over-activity of the higher imaginative 
intellect and of idealistic emotions. These 
people are highly keyed-up, particular, 
fine, exclusive and eager to know the 
future. They often receive revelations 
from the unseen forces regarding man 
and his destiny. Excitable moods are 
followed by faintness. Joy is excessive; 
mental attitudes are extreme, varying, 
sudden and spasmodic. Optimism, specu- 
lation, hope and expectation are excessive.

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ESUS of Nazareth has always been 
J an outstanding figure of history, 
whether one views him from the 
Standpoint of the Christian as the Son of 
God, Only begotten of the Father; from 
that of the devout Mohammedan, as one 
of the greatest of God's prophets; or 
from that of the occultist, that He was 
one of the most adept metaphysicians of 
all time, embodying the paradox of the 
Master and Servant as none other has 
done, and not forgetting the other para- 
dox, later so excellently emulated by St.

Truly lovely is the edition just from 
the press of Frederick A. Stokes and 
Company, translated (afresh) from the 
Italian by T. W. Arnold, with a note by 
Dr. Guido Biagi. Lovers of Francis will 
find the books a morsel to their liking, 
and all others are sure to find it a won- 
derful introduction to the sweet simplic- 
ity of the First Franciscans, 

Occult fiction of sorts we have ever 
with us, and in this field there are to be 
noted, of the truly better “sorts”, Bindon 
Parva, a “spooky” and mystical tale of 
the inhabitants of the greyed old church 
of the title name, whose ghostly forms 
retell their adventures to the “sensitive” 
parson now Officiating as priest of the 
parish. Nervous persons should not read 
Bindon Parva before retiring, if they 
have just eaten a Welsh Rarebit—unless 
of course they happen to be occultists, 
who are, naturally, never more at home 
than when vis-a-vis with dwellers from 
“the other realms”. George A. Birming- 
ham has done a wonderful story, and 
Bobbs-Merrill have done a good job of 
printing in this book. You'll like it. 

In the same category, though not, per- 
haps, of the literary excellence of Bindon 
Parva is R. T. M. Scott’s “The Black 
Magician”. Of the Sax Rohmer school 
of “occult” literature, but a hybrid, with 
a little of Doyle, a little of Rohmer, a 
little of others yet, withal, a good deal 
of R. T. M. Scott, the book is enter- 
taining and much better than the average 
“mystery” story. Dutton published it, 
which renders the latter statement prac- 
tically superfluous. 

In “Haunted Houses”, C. G. Harper 
has covered the field conveyed by the 
title with a masterful restraint, and tells 
and retells the yarns of the “ghosts”, 
with neither the scoffing attitude which 
ill becomes those who do not know 
whereof they speak, nor the super-hectic 
earnestness which sometimes mars the 
effectiveness of utterance by those who 
do, perhaps, know what they are talking 
about, but not how to talk about it. 

Practically every farmhouse, manor, 
castle, and building in all of Britain that 
ever had a “ghost” which caused the 
natives alarm and the owners difficulty is 
listed in this amazing collection of data. 
There are copious illustrations, and many 
entertaining side-excursions into the 
philosophy of "hants"—and for those to 
whom a "shadder" is a "shadder" the 
book had best be read in the post break- 
fast period of the day! It is an encyclo- 
pedia of facts for those whose attitude

modern tendencies with a sane, practical 
and satisfying compromise with the 


mazes of contradictory 
with conflict and repression, the book is 
illuminating, helpful, and vital to the 
student of the genuinely occult. Robert 
McBride & Company, New York, have 
just issued the first American edition. 

And now, no longer need father's wish 
for a boy be denied—if only mother is 
willing that the offspring of their pre- 
sumably happy union should be a boy. 
Fate no longer wields the mystery of 
sex determination. Parenthood, like every- 
thing else is robbed as completely of its 
mysteries as a fraudulent medium's trick 
cabinet haled into court as "evidence", 
"Sex at Choice" by Mrs. Monteith 
Erskine comes from the press of G. P, 
Putnam's with the message for all who 
would govern the sex of their offspring. 
The message is “how to predetermine the 
sex of the child to be’—or how to be 
sure that the wanted daughter will be a 
daughter—or the desired son and heir 
precisely that. The book is as full of 
statistics as an ephemeris, and is in spite 
of that intensely interesting. Usually 
when someone propounds as startling a 
theory as that promulgated in this volume, 
it bores one to tears to have to listen to 
or read the explanation. Not so with 
Mrs. Erskine’s book. You may not be- 
lieve it when you've finished it—but you'll 
not regret having read it. 

From humans to their Simian friends 
is not as far a cry as might be supposed, 
especially after one has read Robert M. 
Yerkes’ fascinating account of apes, 
baboons, chimpanzees and others of their 
ilk in “Almost Human”, published by The 
Century Company. Mr. Yerkes is pro- 
fessor of psychology in the institute of 
psychology at Yale University, and the 
book is therefore not without a proper 
background of authority. One wonders 
whether the author proposes to continue 
his studies into the lower forms of Simian 
life such as lounge lizards, tea hoppers 
and fundamentalists, not to mention that 
rarer (in these days) species, the parlor 
intellectual and the psuedo occultist! 
These types would make a marvelous 
volume treated in similar vein and under 
the same general title! The book is pro- 
fusely—one is tempted to say "well'— 
illustrated. 

And, as from apes to humans is not 
such a far cry, neither is it from the 
psychology of animals—if that's what 
animals have—to that of humans. Burt 
B. Ellsworth, of the Y. M. C. A. college, 
has put forth an interesting work on 
Practical Psychology which proves upon 
examination to be just that. Interesting, 
valuable, and helpful. He has failed to 
make clear the psychology which per- 
mitted his associates to exploit the sol-

in a handly little volume which just fits 
the pocket, Inasmuch as this interesting 
subject matter is a field with which the 
non-Jew is not too familiar, and with 
which at least the occidental ought to be 
thoroughly conversant if he is to under- 
stand the glimmerings of his own faiths, 
the book is of real service, and is so 
written that it is far from dry, is com- 
plete, academic and yet very readable 
It is also inexpensive. 

And, jumping from the remotest con- 
ceivable past to the furthest conceivable 
future, Dodd Mead & Company have just 
issued The Coming Light, a spiritistic 
and spiritual transcription purporting to 
be the revelations of a disembodied 
spirit. It is beautifully printed and pre- 
sented, and the subject matter itself 
though not always as clear as might be, 
is nevertheless genuinely inspirational and 
helpful. The book, which is by Mary 
Bruce Wallace, is a sequel to The 
Thinning of The Veil, and is optimism 
personified with relation to the impending 
acceptance by the world at large of the 
doctrines which it embodies.

ture. The author mentions many of those 
who have tried to prophesy about the fu- 
ture, among them, of course, especially 
one H. G. Wells, some of whose predic- 
tions (those concerning aeroplanes and 
radio-telegraphy ) M already been ful- 
filled. He speaks of the father of the 
Theory of Relativity, Albert Einstein, as 
"the greatest Jew since Jesus," indicating 
the tremendous effect of his mathematico- 
physical discoveries, which have been 
gradually verified. This book is more 
interesting. than even the best written 
novel —J. B.

COMMUNISM AND CHRISTIAN- 
ISM, by Bishop William Montgomery 
Broum, D. D. Galion: Bradford-Brown, 
Inc.. Paper, 25 cents. 

“Banish Gods from the Skies and Cap- 
italists from the Earth"—reads the cover 
of this radical book, now in its 8th edi- 
tion. Bishop Brown gained much public 
notice through his trial for heresy by the 
House of Bishops of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church. The Bishops let him go 
but decided that he was crazy. His book 
endeavors to get the reader to see religion 
from an extreme Darwinian view, and 
politics from the Marxian viewpoint. 

Bishop Brown hopes to make the world 
“safe for Industrial Communism,” but 
fails to recognize that if dissatisfaction, 
in the masses, increases more rapidly than 
does the intelligence and capacity for re- 
adjustment to a new social order, then 
nothing but chaos can follow. The book 
tends to increase the antagonism of the 
laborer toward capitalism, without sup- 
plying the brains with which to compete 
successfully, nor the intelligence to sup- 
ply self mastery to those who are being 
exploited by Capital. Even if Commun- 
ism were ideal in theory, the book fails 
to supply the bridge between that ideality 
and the present lack of fitness for self 
government by the masses. Making use 
of science and philosophy in his argu- 
ments, the Bishop lacks a healthy knowl- 
edge of human psychology and behavior 
in its relation to social evolution. It may 
be a good book for mature minds, for 
highly intelligent free-thinkers, but it 
seems folly to place it in the hands of 
any who are ill-htted to compete mentally 
with the Capitalistic system. Primitive 
passions are too near the surface yet to 
permit a coldly analytical review of the 
Marxian theory by the average individual.
